Bee it therefore enacted by the authority of this 
preſent Parliament, that the ſaid Statute of repeale, 
and euety thing therein conteined, onely concerning 
the ſaid Booke, and the Setuice, adminiſtration of S> 
craments, Rites, and Ceremonies, contained or ap- 
pointed, in, or by the ſaid Booke, ſhalbe void and of 
none effect, from, and after the Feaſt of the Natinity 
of Saint len Baptiſt next comming, And that the 
faid Booke, withthe order of Sernice, and of the ad- 
miniſtration of Szcraments, Rites,and Ceremonies, 
with the alteration and additions therein added and 
appointed by this Statute, (hall Rand, and be, from, 
and after the ſaid feaſt of the Natiuity of Saint Johu 
Baptiſt,in full force and effe&, according to the tenor 
and effe& of this Statute; any thing in the ſore- 
ſaid Statute of repeale tothe contrary notwithſtan-

A Proclamation for the authorizing an vniformitie 
of the Booke of Common Prayer to bee vied 
throughout the Realme, 


though it cannot bee vn⸗ 
9 known to Dur Subiectsby 
VP the fozmer Declarations we 
haue publiſhed, what Dur 
Parpoles & pꝛoceedings haue beene in 
mattersok Religion lince Dur com- 
ming to this Crowne: Bet the lame 
being now by Us revuced to a letlen 
fozme, Mee haue occaſion to repeate 
ſomewhat of that which hath paiſed: 
Ann how at Dur very firlt entry into 
the Realme,beingentertained and im- 
pozttmed with Jnfozmations of lundꝛy 


Miniſters, complaining of the erroꝛs 


and imperkections of the Church here, 
alwell in matter of Doctrine, as of 
Diſcipline: Althongh We had no rea- 
{on ts pꝛelume that things were ſofar 
amille,as was pzetendev,becauſe Me 
Han ſeene the Kingdome vnder that 
Fome of Religion which by Law was 
eſtabliſhed in the vayes of the late 
<Ducene of famous memozie , bleſſed 
with a peace and pꝛoſperity, both ex⸗ 
traoꝛdinary and of many peeres conti⸗ 
nuance ( a ſtrong euivence that God 
was therewith well pleaſed,) Bet bez 
cauſe the impoꝛtunitie of the Complai⸗ 
ners was great, their affirmations ve- 
Hement , and the zeale wherewith the 
Came div ſeeme to be accompanied, ve- 
xy ſpecious : We were mooned thereby 
to make it Dur occaſion to diſcharge 
that duety which is the chiekeſt of all 
Kinglpyieties,that is, to ſettle the at. 
faires of Religton, and the Seriice of 


God bekoze their obne. TUhich while 


We were in hand to doe, as the conta⸗ 
gion of the ſicknelle reigning in Dur ci⸗ 
tie of London any other places, would 
permit an aflembly ef perſons meet foꝛ 
that purpoſe; Some of thole who mil⸗ 
liked the ſtate of Religion here eſtabli⸗ 
thed, pꝛeſuming moze ok Dur intents 
then euer Mee gate them caule to doe, 
and trauſpozted with humour, began 


ſuch pꝛoceedings, as did rather raiſe a 
ſcandall in the Church, then take ok⸗ 
fence awap, Foz both they vſed kozmes 
of publique ſeruing of God not heere 
allowed, held aſſemWies without Aus 
thozitie,and did other things carping a 
very apparant ſhew of Sedition , moze 
then of Jeale: whom We reſtrained bp 
a foꝛmer Pꝛaclamation in the moneth 
of October laſt, and gate intimation of 
the conference Me intended tobee han 
with as much ſpeede as conueniently 
could bee, foz the ozdering of thoſe 
things of the Church, which accoz⸗ 
dingly followed in the moneth of Lanu⸗ 
ary laſt at Dur Monour of Hampton 
Court, wherebefoze Dur Selke, and 
Dur Pzinie Councell were allembled 
many of the graueſt Biſhops and Pꝛe⸗ 
lates of the Realme, and many other 
learned men, aſwell of thoſe that are 
confozmable to the State ok Church 
eſtabliſhed, as of thoſe that dillented. 
Among whom what Dur paines were, 
what Dur patience in hearing and 
replying , and what the inbifferencie 
and vpzightneſſe of Dur iudgement in 
2 eleaue to the repoꝛt of 
thoſe who heard the lame, contenting 
our Selfe with the ſinceritie of Dur 
owne heart therein, But Te cannot 
conceale,that theſucceſſeofthat Con⸗ 
ference was luch, as happeneth to ma⸗ 
ny other things, which moouing great 
erpectation befoze they be entred into, 
in their ilſue pꝛodute ſmall effects. Fox 
Mee found mighty and vehement J[n- 
fozmations ſuppozted with ſo weake 
and flenver pꝛookes, as it appeareth vn- 
to Us and Dur Councell, that there 
was no cauſe why any change ſhould 
Haue beene at all in that which was 
molt impugned, the booke of Common 
Pꝛaper, containing the fozme of the 
publike Sernice of God heere eſtabli⸗ 
they, neither in the doctrine which aps 
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peared to be ſincere, noꝛ in the Fozmes 
and Rites which were iuſtified out of 
the pꝛactiſe ot the Pꝛimitiue Church. 
Notwithſtanding, wee thought meet, 
with conſent of the Biſhops and other 
learned men there pꝛelent, That ſome 
{mall things might rather bee explaned 
then changed, not that the lame might 
not very well haue beene bone with by 
men, who would haue made areaſona- 
ble conſtruction of them: but fo2 that 
in a matter concerning the Sernice 
of God Mee were nice, oz rather iea⸗ 
loug, that the publike Fozme thereof 
Gould be kree not onelyfromblame,but 
from luſpicion, fo as neither the com- 


mon Aduerlarp ſhould haue anuantage 


to w2eft ought therein contained, to o⸗ 
ther ſenſe then the Church ok England 
intendeth, noꝛ any troubleſome oz igno⸗ 
rant perſon of this Church bee able to 
take the leaſt occaſton of cauill againſt 
it: And foz that purpole gaue foozth 
Our Commiſſion under Dur great 
Seale ok England, to the Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury and others, accozding 
to the koꝛme which the Lawes of this 
Realme in like cale pꝛeſcribe to be bled, 
to make the laid Explanation, and to 
cauſe the whole Booke of Common 
pꝛaper, with the lame Explanations, 
to be newlp pꝛinted. Which being now 
done, and eſtabliſhed anew after ſo ſes 
rious a deliberation, although Wee 
doubt not, but all our Subiects both 
Minifters and others, will receiue the 
ſame with luch reuerence as appert ai⸗ 
neth, and conkoꝛme themlelues there⸗ 
unto euerp man in that which him con- 
cerneth: Bet haue Me thought it ne⸗ 
eeſlary, to make knowen by P ꝛoclama : 
tion Dur anthozizing of the ſame, And 
to require æ eniopne all men,aſwellE c⸗ 
cleſiaſticall as Tempozall, to confozme 
themlelues vnto it, and to the pꝛactile 


thereof, as theonelppublike koꝛme of 


ſeruing of Gov; eſtabliſhed and allowed 
to be in this Realme. And the rather, 
foꝛ that all the learned men who were 
there pzeſent, aſwell ok the Biſhops as 
others, pzomiſed their confozmitie in 
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the pꝛactiſe ofit, onelp making ſtit ts 
Us, that ſome few might bee bome 
with foz a time. | 

Therefoze We require all Archbis 
ſhops, Biſhops, and all other publike 
Miniſters, aſwell Eccleſtaſticall as 
Ciuill, to doe their dueties in cauſing 
the lame to be obeyed, and in puniſhing 
the offenders accozving to the Lawes 
of the Realme heretokoze eſtabliſhed, 
foz the authoꝛizing of the laid Booke 
of Common pzayer. And We thinke it 
alſo neceſſary, that þ ſaid Archbiſhong 
and Bichops, doe each of them in His 
Pꝛouince and Dioceſſe take o2der, 
That euerp pariſh vo pzocttreto them⸗ 
ſelues within ſuch time as they ſhalt 
thinke good to limite, one of the laid 
bookes lo explained. And laſt of all, Me 
doe admoniſh all men, that hereakter 
they all not expert noꝛ attempt any 
farther alteration in the Common and 
publike foꝛme of Gods Seruice, from 
this which is now eſtabliſhed, fo: that 
neither wil Ae giue wap to any to pꝛe⸗ 
ſume, that Dur owne indgement ha⸗ 
uing determined in a matter ok this 
weight, ſhall be ſwatedto alteration by 
the kriuolous luggeſtions of any light 
ſpirit: neither are Wee igno ant ofthe 
inconuenienceg that doe ariſe in Go⸗ 
uernment, by admitting innouation in 
things once letled by mature delibera⸗ 
tion: And hob necellarp it is to vle con⸗ 
ſtancie in the vpholding of the publike 
determinat ions of States, fo2 that 
ſuch is the vnguietnelle and vnſtedfaſt⸗ 
nelle of ſome viſpolitions ,. affecting e- 
uerp peere new koꝛmes of things, as 
ik they ſhould be kollowen in their vn- 
conſtancie, would make all actions of 
States ridiculous and contemptible: 
whereas the ſteadkaſt maintaining of 
things by good aduice eſtabliſhed, is 
the weale ok all Common-wealths, 


Giyen at Our Palace of Weſtminſter,the 5. day of 
March, in thefirſt yeere of Our reigne of Eng- 
land, France and Ireland, and of Scotland the 
ſeuen and thirtieth. 


God ſaue the King. 
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Here was neuer any thing by the wit 
of man ſo weil deuiſed, or ſo ſure e- 
Rablithed, which in continuance of 
time hath not beene cortupted/ as (a- 
mong other things) it may plainely 
appeare by the Common prayers in the Church, 
commonly called Diuine ſeruice. The firſt origi- 
nall and ground whereof, if a man would * ſearch 
out by the ancient Fathers, hee ſhall finde that the 
ſame was not ordained, but of a good purpoſe, and 
for a great adnaucement of godlineſſe. For they ſo 
ordered the matter, that the whele Bible (or the 
greateſt part thereof) ſhould be read ouer once e- 
uery yecre, intending thereby that the Clergie, and 
ſpecially ſuch as were Miniſters of the Congrega- 
tion ſhould (by often reading and meditation of 
Gods word) be ſtirred vp to godlineſſe themſelues, 
and be more able to exhort others by wholeſdme 
cloctrine, and to confute them that were aduerſaries 
to the trueth, And further, tlat the people, by daily 
hearing of ly Scripture read in y Church, ſhould 
continually prefite more and more in the know- 
ledge of God, and bee the more inflamed with the 
louc of his true Religion. But theſe many yeeres 
paſſed, this godly arid decent order of the ancient 
Fathers hath bin ſo altered, broken, and neglected, 
by planting in vncertain ſtories, legends, reſponds, 
verſes , vaine repetitions, commemorations, and 
Jynodals z that commonly when any booke of the 
Bible was begun, before three or fourc Chapters 
were read out; all the reſt were vnread. And in this 
ſort the booke of Eſay was begun in Aduent, and 
the booke of Geneſis in Septũageſima but they 
were encly begun, and neuer read thorow. After 
like ſort were other bookes of holy Scripture vſed. 
And moreouer, whereas S. Paul would haue ſuch 
language ſpoken to the people in the Church, as 


they might vnderſtand, and haue profit by hearing 


the ſame ; the ſeruice in this Church of England 
( theſe many yeeres ) hath beene read in Latine to 
the people, which they vnderſtand not: ſo that they 
naue heard with their eares onely, and their heart, 
ſpirit and minde haue not beene edified thereby. 
And furthermore, notwithſtanding that the anci- 
ent Fathers haue diuided the Pſalmes into ſeuen 
portions,wherof euery one was called a Nocturxe: 
now of late time a few of them haue beene day] 
aid, & often repeated: and the reſt vtterlyomitted. 
Moreouer, the number and hardneſle of the rules 
called the Pye , and the manifold changings of the 
Seruice, was the cauſe: that to turne the booke one- 
ly, was ſo hard and intricate a matters that many 
timos there was more buſineſſe to finde out what 
ihould be read, then to reade it when it was found 
out. Theſe incenueniences therfore conſideredꝛhere 
is ſet foorrh ſuch an order, whereby the ſame {hall 
be redreſſed. And for a readineſſe in this matter, 
here 'is drawen out a Kalender for that purpoſe, 
which is plaine and eafie to be vnderſtood, wherein 
(ſomuch as may be) the — of holy Scriptures 
is ſo ſet forth, that all things ſhalbe done in order, 
* without breaking one piece thereof from another, 
For this cauſe be cut off Anthemes,Reſponds, Inui- 
tatories,and ſuch like things as did breake the con- 
tiunall courſe of the reading of the Scripture, Vet, 
becauſt there is no remedy, but that of neceſsity 
there muſt bee ſome rules, therefore certaine rules 
gre here ſet forth, which as they. be few. in number, 
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fo they be plaine and eaſie to bee vnderſtood. Sa 
that here you haue an order for prayer as touching 
the reading of holy Scripture, much agreeable to 
the minde and pnrpoſe of the olde Fathers, and a 
great deale more profitable and commodious, thes 
that which of late was vſed. It is more profitable 
becauſe here are left out many things,wherot ſome 
be vntrue, ſome vncertaine, ſome vaine and ſuper- 
ſtitions, and nothfng is ordained to bee read, but 
the very pure word of God) the holy Scriptures, or 
that which is euidently grounded vpon the ſame, 
and that in ſuch a language and order, as is moſt 
eaſie and plaine for the vnderſtanding both of the 
readers and hearers. It is alſo more commodieuss 
both for the ſhortneſle thereof, and for the plain» 
neſſe of the order and for that the rules be few and 
eaſie. Furthermore by this order the Curates ſhall 
need, none other bookes for their publike ſervice, 
but this booke and the Bible: by the meanes wher- 
of the people ſhall not be at ſo great charges fer 
books,as in times paſt they haue beene. And where 
horetofore there hath beene great diuerſity in ſay- 
ing and finging in Churches within this Realme, 
ſome following Salisbury vſe, ſome Hereford vſe, 
ſome the vſe of Bangor, ſome of Yorkez and ſome 
of Lincolne's now from hencefoorth all the whole 
Realme ſhall haue but one vſe. And if any will 
iudge this way more painefull, becauſe that all 
Tenge muſt be read vpon the bookewheras before 
by the reaſon of ſo often repetition, they could ſay 
many things by heart: if thoſe men wil weigh their 
labour with the profit and knowledge which daily 
they ſhall obtaine by reading vpon the booke, they 
will not refuſe the paine, in conſideration of the 
great proſite that (hall enſue thereof. 
And foraſinuch as nothing can almoſt bee ſo 
plainely ſet foorth,but doubts may ariſe 1a the vſe 
and practiſe of the ſame : to appeaſe all ſuch diuer- 
ſity (if any ariſe ) and for the reſolution of all 
doubts concerning the mauer how to vnderſtand, 
do, and execute the things conteined in this booke, 
the parties that ſo doubt, or diuerſly take any 
thing, ſhall alway reſort to the Biſhop of the Dio- 
ceſle, who by his diſcretion ſhall take order for the 
quieting & appeaſing of the ſame, ſo that the ſame 
order bee not contrary to any thing contained in 
this booke, And if the Biſhop of the Dioceſſe be in 
auy doubt, then hee may ſend for the reſolution 
thereof vnto the Archbiſhop.

ON, ct the firſt were of godly intent and 

porpoſe deviſed , and yet at length 
turned to Vanity and ſuperſtition: ſome entred into 
the Church by yndiſcreet deuotion, and ſuch a zeale 
as was without knowledge, and for becauſe they 
were winked at in the beginning, they grew daily to 
more and more abuſes, which not onely for their 
enprofitableneſſe, but alſo becauſe they haue much 
blinded the people, andebſcured the glory of God, 
are worthy to bee cut away and cleane reiected. O- 
ther there be, which although they haue beene deui- 
ſed by man, yet it is thought good to reſerue them 
fill, as well for a decent order in the Church ( for 
the which they were firſt deuiſed) as becauſe they 
pertaine to edification , whereunto all things dene 
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in the Church ( as the Apoſtle teagheth) ought to 
de referred, And although the keeping vr omittin 
of a Ceremony in it ſelfe conſidered, is but a fmall * 


thing: yet the wilfull and contemptuons tranſ- 
e breaking of a common order and diſci- 
pline, is no ſmall offexce before God. 

Let all things bee done among you, faith S. Paul, 
In a ſeemely and due order. The appointment of 
the which order pertaineth not to priuate men: 
therefore no man ought to take in hand, nor pre- 
ſame to appoint er alter any publike or common 


order in Chriſts Church, except he be awfully cal- 


led and anthorized thereunto. : 

And whereas in thisour time, the mindes of men 
are ſodiuers, that ſome thinke it a great matter of 
conſcience , to depart from a piece of the leaſt of 
their Ceremenies, they be ſo addicted to their olde 
auſtomes: and againe on the other ſide, ſome bee ſo 
new fangled, that they would innouate all things, 
and ſo deſpiſe the olde, that nothing can like them 
but that is yew it was thought expedient, not ſo 
much to haue reſpe& how to pleaſe and ſatisſie eĩ 
Ther of theſe parties, as how to pleaſe God,and pro- 
Gre them both, nd n L 
fended, whom good reaſon might ſatisſie, here bee

y Gas are put away, becauſe the great exceſſe and 
multitude of them hath ſo increaſed in theſe latter 
dayes , that the burthenof them was intolerable, 
whereof S, Auguſtine in his time complained, that 


they were growen to ſuch a number, that the eſtate 


iſtia was in worſe caſe, concernin 
gan pts the lewes, And he counſe 
led, that ſuch 9 ee mol 2 taken a» 
time would ſerue quietly todoe it. 
hy would S, alle haue ſaid, if he had 


ſrene the Ceremonĩes of late dayes vſed among vs? 
whereunto the multitude vſed in his time was not 
to bee compared. This our exceſtiue multitude ef 


Caremguies was ſo great; and many of them fo 


yet leſt any man ſhould be of- 


darke, that they did more confound and darken 
then declare and ſet feorth Chriſts benefits vnto vs. 
And beſides this, Chrifts Goſpel is not a certmo- 
niall Law (as much of Moſes Law was) but it is a 
Religion to ſerue God, net in bondage of the figure 
or ſhadow, but in the freedome of the Spirit, 
content onely with thoſe Ceremenies which doe 
ſerue to a decent order, and godly diſcipline, and 
- ſuch as be apt to ſtir vp the dull mind of man to the

and ſpecial fignification,w mi edified, 
i —— ha ek weighty cauſe of the abs. 
Ihment of certaine Ceremonies was, that they weze 
ſo farre 3 by the N blind neſſe 
of the rude and vnlearned, and partly by the vnſa, 
tiable auarice of ſuch as ſqught mere their owne 
lucre, then the plory of God, that the abuſes could 
not well bee taken away, the thing remaining ſtill. 
But now as CY thoſe perſons, which perage 
nerture will bee offended, for that ſome of the olde 
Ceremonies are reteined ſtill : if they conſider, that 
Without ſome Ceremonies it is not poſsible to keepe 
any order, or quiet diſcipline in the Church, they 
ſhall eafily perceiue ĩuſt cauſe to reſotme their iu 
ments, And if they thinke much that any of 
olde doe remaine, and would rather haue all deni- 
ſed anew: then fuch men, granting ſome Ceremo- 
nies conuenient to be had, ſurely where the old may 
be well vſed, there they cannot reaſonably reprooue 
the elde, onely for their age, without bevrating of 
their one folly, For in ſuch a caſe, they eught ra- 
ther to haue reuerenet vnto them for their an 
tie, if they will declare themſelues te bee more 
dious of vnity and concord, then of innouations and 
newfangleneſſe, which ( as much as may I 
the true ſetting foerth of Chrifts Reli 
wayes to be eſchewed. Furthermore, ad 
no inſt cauſe with the Ceremonies reſerued to bet 
offended, Fer as theſe bee taken away which were 
moſt abuſed, and did burden mens conſciences with- 
out any cauſe ; ſo the other that remaine, are retai- 
ned for a diſcipline and order, which inf 
cauſes ) may bee altered and chunged, an thrgre 
are not to be eſteemed _ with Gods Law, 
moreouer, they bee neither darke nor dumbe ( 
monies, but are ſo ſer foerth, that eyery man _y 
vnderſtand what theydoe meane, and to what

rill ofthe vuworthy receiuingthereoſ, and to ſearch 
aud examine your owne conſciences, as you ſhould 
come holy aud cleane to a moſt godly and heauenly 

Feaſt, ſo chat inno wiſe you come, but in the mar- 

riage garmer required of Cod in holy Scripture, 

and ſo come and be receiued as worthy pattakers 
of ſuch a heauevly Table, The way and meanes 
hereto, is: Firſt to examine your lines and con- 
uerſation, by the rule of Gods Commandements, 
and whereinſoeuer ye ſhall perceiue your ſelnes to 
haue offended, either by will, word, or deed, there 
dewaile your owne ſinfull lives, and confeſſe your 
ſelucs to Almighty God, with full purpoſe of 
amendment of lite. And if ye ſhall perceiue your 
offences to be ſuch,as be not onely againſt God, but 
alſo againſt your neighbours: then ye thall recon- 
cile your ſelues vnto them, ready to make reſtitu- 
tion and ſatisfation, according to the vttermoſt of 
your powers, for all iniuries and wrongs done by 
you to any, other, and likewiſe being ready to for- 
| avs otherthat haue offended: you, as you would 

zue forgineneſſe of your offences at Gods hand: 

For otherwiſe the receiuing of the holy Commu- 
nion doeth _— elſe but increaſe your damna- 
tion. Aud becante it is requiſite that uo man 
Mould come to the holy Communion, but with a 
Full truſt in Gods mercy , and with a quiet conſci- 
ence : therefore if there be any of you, which by the 
meanes aforeſzid cannot quiet his owne conſcience, 
but requireth further comfort or couuſell, then let 
Kim come ro me, or to ſome other diſereet and 
learned miniſter of Gods Word, and open his 
vriefe, chat he may receiue ſuch ghoſtly counſel}, 
adinice,2nd comfort, as his conſcience may be relie- 
ued, and that by the miniſtery of Gods Word he 
rnay receiue comſort, aud the benefit ef abſolatiou, 
tothe quiet ing of his conſcience, and auoiding of all 
ſcruple and doubtfulneſſe. ; 

9 Then fhall the Prieſt ſay this ex hortation. 
Earcly beloued in the Lord, ye that mind to 
come to the holy Communion of the body and 

blood of our Sauiour Chriſt, muſt conſider what 8. 

Paul wt iteth to the Corinthians, how he exhorteth 

all perſons diligently to try and examine them- 

ſelues, h eſore they preſume to eat of that Bread and 
drinke of that Cup. For as the benefit is great, if 
with a true penitent heart; and linely faith wee 
teceiue that holy Sacrament: ( for then we ſpiritu- 
ay eat the fleſh of Chriſt 4 and drinke his blond, 


then we dwel in Chrift,and Chrift in vs, we be one 
with Chriſt, and Chriſt with vs: ) So is the danger 
great if we receiue the {ame vnworthily: for then 
we be guilty of the bady and blood of Chrift our 
Sautour, we eate and drinke our owne dainnation, 
not conſidering the Lords Body: wee kindle Grids 
wrath againſt vs, wee prouoke him to plague vs 
with divers diſeaſes, and ſundry kiudes of death, 
Therefore if any of you be ablaſphemer of G6d,an 
hinderer or ſlanderer of his word, an adulterer, or 
be in malice, or enuie, or in any other grieuous 
crime,bewaile your fits, and come not to this koly 
Table, leſt after the taking of that holy Sacrament, 
the deuill enter into you, as he entred into Iudas, 
aud fill you full of all iniquities, and bring you to 
deſtruction both of body and foule. Iudge there- 
fore your ſelues (brethren) that ye bee not Judged 
of the Lord. Mpent yo truly for your ſinnes paſt 2 
haue a liuely and ſteadfaſt faith in Chriſt our Sa- 
uiour. Amend your lines, and be in perfect charity 
with all men, fo ſhall zee bee meet pertakers of 
thoſe holy myſteries, And aboue all things ye muſt + 
gtue moſt bumble and hearty thankes to God the

Tale therefore in good worth the chaſtiſement 
of the Lord: for whom the Lord loueth, he chaſti- 
ſeth 2 yea,as 8.

All fleſh is not one maner of fleſh, but 
there is oue manner of fleſh of men, another maner 
of fleſh of beaſts, another of fiſhes, another of birds: 
there are alſo celeſtiall bodies, and there are bodies 
terreſtiall; But the glory of the celeſtiall is one, 
and the glory of the terreſtriall is another, There 
is one maner glory of the Sunne, and another glory 
of the Moone, and another glory of the Stars: for 
one Star differeth from another in glory: ſo is the 
reſutrettion of the dead. It is ſoweñ in corruption, 
it riſeth again in incorruption.lt is ſowen in diſho- 
nour, it rileth againe in honor. It is ſowen in weak 
neſſe, it riſeth againe in power. It is ſowen a natu- 
rall way riſeth againea ſpiritnall body, There is 
2 naturall body, and there is a ſpirituall body. As 
it is alſo written, The firſt man Adam was made a,

— 2 Howbeir that is not firſt which is ſpiri- 
tuall, but that which is naturall, and then that whida 
is ſpirituall. The firſt man is of the earth, earthy ⁊ 
The ſecond man is the Lord from heauen, heauenly, 
As is the earthy, ſuch are they that be earthy. And 
as is the heanenly , ſuch are they that are heaàuenly. 
And as we haue bornethe image of the earthy , io 
mall we beare the image of the heauenly. This ſay 
I,brethren, that fleſh and blood cannot inherit the 
kingdome of God, neither doth corruption inherit 
lacorruptien, Behold, ſhew you a myſtery,we ſha 
not all fleep, but we full all be changed, and that:
